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THE ALMOST CHRISTIAN.

Tuere is a vast difference between longing to be 
better, and resolving in God’s strength to become 
better. The gamester may go home after mid- 
night from the scene of his insane excitements 
eut to the heart with remorse. He may make the 
most piteous confessions to his heart-broken wife. 
But he does not burn up his pack of cards, or set 
his face like a flint pgainst that door which is to 
him the gateway to the pit. 

The inebriate, waking out of his debauch, curses 
his bottle and curses himself. He envies his tem- 
perate and prosperous neighbor, and says in bit- 
terness of spirit, ‘* Would that I were a sober man 
again!” But this longing is notenough. This 
sighing after reform does not bringit. The game- 
ster must stop gambling, or else he is not saved. 
The inebriate must stop drinking—must quit the 
company of drinkers, and must pledge himself be- 
fore his Maker to touch not or taste not the spark- 
ling poison. The almost reformed are not re- 
formed. They are still on the devil’s side of the 
dividing line between rightand wrong. Itis well 
for them that they come back toward that line ; 
but they must cross it, and have their feet planted 
firmly on the side of virtue, before they are safe. 

Precisely so is it with the impenitent soul. The 
almost Christian is not a Christian. He is not 
where Christ bids him be; he is not where he con- 
fesses himself that he ought to be. Thereisa 
clear distjnct line of difference between the be- 
liever in Christ and the unbeliever ; between him 
that serveth God, and him that serveth him not. 
On one side the Aeart is alienated from God. The 
affections are now money-getting, or pleasure- 
seeking, or some sort of sin and selfishness—per- 
haps with a somewhat loosened grasp, but still 
on something lower than God. There is no faith 
in Jesus, or loathing of sin, or crucifixion of self. 
And to all thosé who are on the wrong side of 
that dividing lime, the grieved Savior says: ‘‘ He 
that is not for me is against me ; he that gathereth 
not with me scattereth abroad.” 


Perhaps the feader of this article is one of the 
almost Christians: Many a time he has melted 
under a moving sermon, or trembled when the 
truth threw its brend @fare into the very depths of 
his soul. He was troubled. He went home 
thoughtful, and wondered how others around him 
could seem so frivolous and trifling. He did not 
care to speak to any one; he sought retirement ; 
he opened his Bible, and perhaps attempted to 
pray for forgiveness, and for help to lead a better 
life. But he did not repent and forsake his fa- 
vorite sins. He did not flee to Jesus. Hedid not 
give his heart tothe Savior. He did not run as 
“Christian” ran from the City of Destruction, 
stopping his ears with his fingers, and crying out 
“ Life—life—eternal life!” The Sunday serious- 
ness ended with the setting of’the Sabbath sun. 
Monday rose on him and found him just as 
worldly as ever, and the world just as clamorous 
as before. His business demanded all his thoughts 
and would have them, and he /et it have them. He 
gave way to his old tempters, his old thoughts, his 
old habits of carelessness, unbelief, and sin. He 
was almost persuaded to become a Christian ; but 
if he were to die to-night he would meet the doom 
of a rejecter of Christ. 

Every community is full of almost Christians. 
They know their duty. They intend at some day 
to do their duty. They often reproach them- 
selves bitterly for theirneglect; but there they 
are. Some of them are fathers, and confezs that 
they are not setting the right example to their 
children: Some of them are mothers, and have 
often heard how beautiful and blessed it is fora 
mother to call her little ones around her and 
teach them the way to Jesus. But alas! they 
have not gone to Jesus for themselves. And so 
they linger. Conscience says, Go to Jesus; go 
now ; give him thy heart. © 

But the world-love within says, ‘“‘ Not yet, not 
yet; it will not do to incur the ridicule of being 
‘pious’; live close enough to the world to enjoy 
it, and yet close enough to the church to step in 
when you hear the footsteps of approaching 
death.” Conscience says, “ Now is the accepted 
time.” Sloth says, “ Time enough yet ; you can flee 
to Christ any day you choose.” And so the soul 
floats along through the daily mercies of God, 
floats through Sabbaths innumerable, floats past 
the light-houses which God has kindled to guide 
sinners to heaven—floats on, almost, but not en- 
tirely persuaded to become a Christian. The 
Devil makes no objections to this. It is precisely 
what he wants. The world makes no objections. 
It is not likely to give itself any uneasiness if 
every one of its devotees went down to perdition. 

Good friend! there is no promise to you in the 
Bible while you remain only an almost Christian.

So far as appears by the English papers, 
however, Parliament has not yet enacted a pro- 
hibitory law against the unlucky wights who try to 
make a living by blowing into instruments of wood 
and brass.

EUROPEAN INTERVENTION IN 
AMERICA.

_ Tuat the rulers and ruling classes of Europe 
generally fail to sympathize with our leyal States 
and People in their struggle for National existence, 
has long been notorious. Though a portion of 
them look with disfavor on the Rebellion simply 
because it is a rebellion, while others revolt at 
the idea of engaging—at least, of being seen to 
have engaged—in a cause which has for its para- 
mount object the diffusion and perpetuation of 
Human Slavery, it still remains true that the 
Emperor of France, and an overwhelming majority 
of the Aristocracy of Great Britain, have evinced a 
decided partiality for the Rebel cause. That the 
slaveholders of Cuba and Porto Rico should evince 
a kindred spirit was inevitable; but there are 
o'her and more convincing indications that Spain 
would witness with complacency the division of 
our country and the decadence of our power. 
Practically, therefore, despite the noble and self- 
sacrificing fidelity of tne Laboring Classes 
of Great Britain, but especially of her Manu- 
facturing districts, to the cause which is at once 
ihat of Liberty and of Order, the weight of West- 
ern Europe has been thrown morally into the 
scale of Disunion, stimulating the hopes, invig- 
orating the efforts, and bracing the fortitude of 
the Rebels; and it has seemed often more than pos- 
sible that one or both of the great Maritime Powers 
might be tempted by the entreaties, the assur- 
ance of substantial imdeatity in principle and 
purpose, and the unmeasured promises of the 
Rebel envoys, to unite with the traitors to enforce 
our disruption and downfall. From that hour in 
April,’61,when theBritish and FrenchGovernments 
united with indecent haste in according to the Reb- 
elsthe position and immunities of belligerents, 
graciously conceding the same to the Government 
and forces of the Union, there has till recently been 
obvious danger--varying in intensity but constant 
in being—that the Confederacy would be recog- 
nized asa regularly subsisting and independent 
Power, and that this step would be steadily fol- 
lowed if not accompanied by the breaking of our 
Blockade, and perhaps by an offensive and defensive 
alliance between the recognized and the recogni- 
zers to secure the triumph of Disunion. 

The shape assumed by this demonstration in 
favor of the Rebels, was peculiarly embarrassing 
to those among us who have believed and held 
that wars of all kinds mainly might and should be 
averted by friendly mediation and impartial arbi- 
tration. Our Unionists aréot nearly all of this 
faith; but there are not a dozen advocates of 
Peace principles in America who are not Union- 
ists. It was awkward for the believers that all 
internecine as well as international disputes 
might and should be settled 

‘In the parliament of Man, the federation of the world,” 
to explain that they objected, not to the principle 
of Arbitration, but te the manifest partiality and 
prejudice of the proffered arbiters—that they 
demurred, not to following their case into court, 
but to submitting it to judges who had already de- 
cided against them. Yet the universal and out- 
spoken repugnance of the loyal Millions, if not to 
any Arbitration whatever, certainly to any such 
as was proffered, has been adroitly employed in 
Europe to intensify and diffuse the hostility of 
the influential classes to the cause of the Union. 

One month ago, it seemed more than probable 
that Louis Napoleon would soon initiate measures 
—in connection with Great Britain, if possible, oth- 
erwise alone—for the ition and maintenance 
of the Slaveholders’ Confederacy. Our manifold 
disasters and disappointments, the failure of our 
just expectations and our confident prophecies, 
the invasion of the Free States by the rebels, the 
alleged apathy of the North in view of that inva- 
sion, the obstinate defense of the rebel strong- 
holds on the Mississippi, the general failure of our 
efforts, and ‘ the heart-sickness of hope deferred,’ 
almost justified the insolence of Mason in repel- 
ling the foolish and unauthorized overtures of M. 
D. Conway, and the confidence of the arch-intrig- 
uer Slidell, as he flitted from the Foreign Office to 
the private audience-chamber of the Emperor with 





his magnificent promises and his undoubting as- 
surances that Lee would speedily crush out all 
remaining opposition at the North, and Jeff. Da- 
vis dictate the terms of peace from the White 
House, precipitately abandoned by President Lin- 
coln. Never: before were such high-raised ex- 
pectations so suddenly and utterly dashed as by 
the steam-ships which bore to Europe, in quick 
succession, the tidings of the Union triumphs at 
Gerryssurc, Herena, Vicxssure, and Port Hup- 
son. These triumphs, #1 but the last, had al- 
ready been flashed over Europe before the date 
of our latest advices from London and Paris, and 
their influence could hardly fail to prove as fatal 
to the sanguine hopes cherished by the traitor 
emissaries of securing powerful Foreign aid, as 
they had already proved to those of their confed- 
erates on this continent that they might consum- 
mate without it the triumph which they fondly 
regarded as certain. 

But the Rebel hopes are still further blasted by 
the reply of Russia, through Prince Gortschakoff, to 
the ‘ six points’ presented by France, Great Britain, 
and Austria, as the bases of a settlement of the 
Polish question. The language of this response 
is smooth as oil; courtesy and urbanity were 
never more charmingly manifested; but Russia 
does not accept the Six Points. On the contrary, 
she decidedly though politely rejects them, and 
proposes to govern her lion’s share of dismembered 
Poland as'she sees #. This determination, how- 
ever unfortunate for hapless Poland, is a godsend 
tous. France, having conspicuously assumed the 
championship of the Polish cause, cannot tamely 
abandon it on the heel of this rebuff. Yet, interven- 
tion in America would probably involve the aban- 
donment of the Poles to the tender mercies of Rus- 
sia. With Mexico on his hands, and the Polish ques- 
tion at its present stage, it is plain that the recent 
rebel disasters are not to be counterbalanced by a 
European recognition and alliance, and that our 


‘peril from intervention, so far as it ever existed, 


is a serious peril no longer. 

Is.not some credit due to the Administration 
which, under most critical auspices, has piloted 
our country safely through the diplomatic whirl- 
pools and cross-currents of the last two eventful 
years? Is it not plain that what is eulogized as “a 
spirited foreign policy”—that is, the policy which 
would have defied England, backed by France, 
with regard to the Trent, and bullied France in 
reference to her operations in Mexico, was utterly 
unsuited to the critical condition of our Repub- 
lic? Is there an open traitor or a Copperhead on 
the continent who did not noisily advocate that 
“spirited foreign policy?” And for what? 
Manifestly, that the Rebels, through a foreign 
diversion, might triumph, and erect a great Slave 
Empire on the ruins of the Union. And how 
could the policy clamorously advocated by Val- 
landigham and ardently ‘hoped for by Jeff. Davis 
be the true policy for the constitutional defenders 
of thefnational life? “One War ata TIMB,” said 
President Lincoln when the Trent question came 
up before him for decision. That sentence was 
the key-note of the policy which has saved our 
country from the fate of Poland. Let its wisdom 
be treasured and its author gratefully remem- 
bered. 


NOT SLAVERY AND A TRUCE, BUT 
EMANCIPATION AND PEACE.

-To THe EpiTor oF THe INDEPENDENT : 


Str: Your readers may probably find interest 
ina brief statement—which I desire to make—of 
the origin and single object of an Association of 
ladies lately organized in this city under the 
title of the “ Women’s Leyal National League.” 

This League, which pledges its most warm and 
earnest influence to support “the National Gov- 
ernment in its prosecution of the war for Freedom 
and for the restoration of the National Unity,” 
has thought that it can best redeem its pledge by 
confining its efforts to a single, practical point, 
that is, to the one object of procuring a Petition to 
be signed by one million names and upward—to 
be presented te the next Congress—praying for a 
speedy passage of an act emancipating all per- 
sons of “ African descent held to slavery in the 
United States.” . 

The members of the League find it to be the 
opinion of those best experienced in the motives 
which usually actuate legislative bodies, that 
such an overwhelming evidence of public senti- 
ment—if it could be obtained and presented to 
Congress— would be likely to seriously influence 
its action. And they also believe of all the pub- 
lic measures probably to come before the next 
Congress, none will exceed in importance an act 
of immediate Emancipation. 

They regard such a law in a twofold light. 
First, as an act of too long felayed justice and 
humanity, in failing to consummate which this 
nation can neither ask the blessing of God nor 
the sympathy of mankind ; and again, they regard 
it as an indorsement and enlargement of the 
President’s noble Proclamation of Emancipation, 
by which means alone we can obtain that bless- 
ing which we regard as second only to freedom— 
@ solid and permanent peace. 

We believe with many others that a petition for 
emancipation is likewise a prayer for peace. We 
believe that calm, domestic tranquillity cafi never 
be re-established on a less broad or comprehensive 
basis. In other words, we believe it is only by 
doing God’s holy work of mercy*(nay, less than 
mercy—justice) that we can ever again sit down 
in sweet security under the shade of “our own 
vine and fig-tree, with none to make us afraid.” 

We greatly fear a temporizing policy. We fear 
it because many good men and women—some- 
times, perhaps, from honest motives—may be 
tempted to advocate it. We have witnessed, with 
sinking hearts, month after month, the dreadful 
sufferings, the terrible loss of life, and the long 
line of countless miseries attendant upon war. 
We have realized, as only those living amid civil 
strife can realizg the evil passions, the crimes, 
the desolation follow in its desperate track. 
We have felt, as never before, what an outrage it 
is upon civilization and Christianity. All this 
presses heavily upon our hearts, and the quick 
impulse is to put an end at once and for ever to 
these wholesale slaughterings—no matter how 
priceless the cost may be. 

Our impulse is to sacrifice the present to the 
future—to patch up a peace in our day, no matter 
what the result to those who shall come after us ; 
nay, to ourselves, perhaps, when a few short 
years shall have passed. The impulse is, no 
doubt, strong even among many 6f those who 
generously gave fathers, brothers, husbands, for 
the country’s defense, to see these war-worn sol- 
diers return once more to quiet homes—under 
any conditions short of national shame. The 
members of the Women’s Loyal League yield to 
none in their earnest longing for peace. But they 
have never been able to believe that'there can be 
peace, except in the shape of a few years’ truce, 
80 long as the cause which produced the first re- 


bellion remains uneradicated to produce a second. 
They are willing to suffer yet more—they are 
willing toendure to the end, so they can but see 
the poison-weed extirpated, and peace—when it 
shall be made—based upon a firm rock. They 
think it much easier to crush this first rebellion, 
with its powers now so crippled by recent losses, 
and the blockade cramping all its resources, and 
greatly dispirited by the disasters of the last 
month, than to encounter a second after several 
years of breathing-time shall have given renewed 
strength and spirit, and afforded time sufficient 
for a fresh and more terrible contest. 

Thus the members of the League believe that 
an Act of Congress pledging the Nation to Eman- 
cipation as the great preliminary of Peace, is of 
all public measures the one which the true 
friends of national unity should the most earnestly 
and perseveringly urge. 

The League has so far received through its 
correspondence, from all parts of the Northern 
States, the most encouraging evidences of zeal and 
interest in this noble cause. The one difficulty, 
which yet restricts their efforts, is an insufficiency 
of funds. I feek quite assured that if the true and 
zealous friends, whether it be of the poor op- 
pressed, persecuted, and innocent colored raceyor 
of the cause of Peace, but estimated at their actual 
value in practice the results of this effort to bring 
public sentiment to bear upon Congress, the 
means would not long be wanting to enable the 
ladies of the League to proceed, with the speed 
and energy 80 great an undertaking demands, in 
the self-imposed task they have already success- 
fully commenced.

OIL IN THE ROCKS. 


A CORRESPONDENT who some weeks ago asked us 
for some authentic information on this subject, shall 
have his answer now. *. 

Rock-Oil, or Petroleum, has been known from an 
early period, having been referred to by both Greek 
and Latin historians, and by one as having been 
burned in lamps as a substitute for oil. It was 
found in many portions of Asia and in Europe, but 
as an agent in the production of artificial light had 
never been extensively used, probably because the 
mechanic arts were not sufficiently advanced to fur- 
nish the needed facilities. 

In the United States there is a large extent of 
country from the subterranean strata of which this 
article exudes, and is found upon the surface of 
springs and wells, and floating upon streams. It is 
more abundant in some of the northwestern counties 
of Pennsylvania, and a vast number of wells have 
been sunk to procure it. These have penetrated 
from fifty tv eight hundred feet below the surface, 
and at times the oil has suddenly risen as if a reser- 
voir had been opened, the supply equaling from six 
to eight huudred barrels a day, each barrel of the 
capacity of forty gallons. 

There is nothing jn the appearance of the region 
where the oil abounds indicating its presence at any 
number of feet below. The soil is generally pro- 
ductive where it has been cultivated, and every kind 
of tree grows luxuriantly. The surface is uneven 
and hilly, and the strata of rock from which the 
flow takes place, dip in a southern direction several 
hundred feet below the coal deposits, and the wells 
which are the richest in product have no apparent 
connection with them, being often hundreds of miles 
away. The rock penetrated by the deeper wells is 
sometimes very hard—the miner after a hard day’s 
work having made little progress, but again itis a 
loose shale yielding readily to the repeated stroke of 
the borer. 

The oil is found at various depths ; now at twenty, 
now at sixty, seventy, one hundred and fifty, to six 
ard even eight hundred feet; but oftenest at fron 
one hundred and fifty to two hundred and eighty feet 
below the surface. The supply is frequently abund- 
ant and overflowing at first, taxing every effort to 
secure it, and rising in a jet sixty feet into the air. 
This fact has given rise to the conjecture that a res- 
ervoir or lake of oil underlies the surface ; but this 
is disproved by the difference in depth at which the 
oil is found. The flow often ceases altogéther, but 
is restored by sinking the wells deeper, or by rim- 
ming them, as it is termed, which consists in enlarg- 
ing the bore an inch or so, equally, all around its 
circumference. In one instance, this was done in a 
well of four hundred feet depth, which as yet had 
given no signs of oil. When the process had been 
completed to within fifty feet of the bottom, oil sud- 
denly rose to the top in a large stream, and the same 
supply has been steadily continued. The simple 
enlargement of the well an inch and a half on each 
side, fortunately opened a large vein which the drill 
had passed, proving that the oil flows in veins instead 
of being contained in reservoirs. Two or more wells 
may be near each other, each yielding oil, and another 
may be sunk in the vicinity, and yield none. 

The places which supply the most of this product 
are situated upon Oil Creek, in Venango county, Pa. 
Titusville has grown up to be a place of much busi- 
ness activity, and up and down the course of the 
stream, for miles, wells have been sunk, and the oil 
seems inexhaustible. In the town of Franklin, and 
in may other localities upon the Alleghany River, 
the same enterprise has led to rich results, and there 
|aré now nearly four thousand wells in successful 
operation, although in some places promising less. 
The demands of the war upon the labor of the coun- 
try have crippled the enterprise to a limited extent. 
The daily product of all the wells has been estimated 
at a little more than two thousand barrels. 

‘Ihe well has the true Artesian character. A spot 
is selected upon which to commence operations— 
the tall pyramidal derrick inclosing it rises in the 
air—a large reservoir of plank is constructed to re- 
ceive the oil when it has been reached—-the steam- 
engine to furnish the power is conveniently placed, 
and the first blow is struck ; then, through days and 
weeks and perhaps months of unremitting labor, the 
work goes on; inch by inch, foot by foot, fathom by 
fathom, the drill enters the bowels of mother-earth, 
to be followed at last by the clear, shining liquid 
treasure, that looks upon the sun for the first time 
after being in total darkness for a million of years! 

The produet thus procured is petroleum, rock-oil, 
coal-oil as it has been recently named. Chemical- 
ly it is a hydro-carbon—a compound of hydrogen 
and carbon—and belongs to a family of agents 
which in decomposition emit a most brilliant light. 
It exists abundantly in nature, and is probably des- 
tined to occupy the same position as a source of 
light that coal does as a source of heat. We have 
in these two agents an exemplification of the good- 
ness of Providence in supplying the human family, 
from the vast store-house of nature, products of such 
prime necessity to domestic life—products elab- 
orated by natural laws in a period long antecedent 
to the existence of maa, and now to be appropriated 
to his behoof.

the Hamilton shale of the New York geologists, 
which is said to underlie the whole oil region. The 
first theory supposes the oil to be separated from 
the coal by a process of natural distillation, and to 
be conducted to the surface in seams made by the 
strata, which often crop out in great distances from 
the coal; the second supposes that it is separated 
from the shale by the same process, and is forced up- 
ward by the water and air which continually as- 
cend. 

Unless we assume that the oil is a product of both 
processes, the first theory would seem to approach 
nearest the truth. What vast quantities of petroleum 
are garnered’up in the bituminous coal beds, which 
even the natural temperature is sufficient to disen- 
gage, and whither it flowed during the ages anterior 
to this! Deeply as it is elaborated in the bowels of 
the earth, it sinks deeper yet to that conducting 
stratum which far away opens upon the day. 
Anthracite is metamorphic coal. It has undergone 
a change, probably from the action of fire, and has 
parted with its petroleum. Oil is never found in its 
neighborhood. 

When the first tidings of the presence of oil in such 
quantities in this region gained credence, then 
hundreds and thousands bent on sudden wealth 
poured into the woods. Land commanded fabulous 
prices. Every foot was prospeeted, every spring and 
stream searched with eagle eye, every valley ex- 
plored. Provisions, wages, rents, implements, rose 
in value as well after well was opened, and oil, oil, 
was the universal cry. Steam-power, horse-power, 
mar-power, brain-power, were put in requisition to 
obtain the odorous treasure, and the capitalist of the 
city vied with the squatter of the woods for a trial 
with fortune. Companies were formed, copartner- 
ships irstituted, and each ardent expectant was 
inspired with hope of brilliant success. It is un- 
doubted that fortunes have been made, and also, that 
a valuable product has been added to the world’s 
wealth. Speculators have flourighed and fallen, but 
all along a stream of prosperity has been flowing in 
upon the enterprise. Whatever adds to the comfort 
of the masses, adds to their wealth and benefits their 
future, and ‘the humble, simple, insignificant match, 
and the little more pretentious kerosene-lamp, mark 
their own period, and shed their own light upon the 
civilization of our race. 

No fears need be entertained that the,supply will 
fail. If our position is correct as to its origin, oil 
will flow while the everlasting hills of coal shall 
stand, unless, indeed, bituminous becomes anthracité 
—a metamorphosis which only the ages can effect. 
Were the coal fields removed this day, the surround- 
ing earth and shales, so plenteously imbued with 
petroleum, would yield it for centuries to come. 

There are many places in New York, undoubtedly, 
where coal-oil may be obtained in remunerative 
quantities. In Cuba, Alleghany county, a spring has 
long been known to exist, and two years ago a well 
was sunk some 600 feet in depth, but as yet the 
enterprise has been unsuccessful, although there is 
ng doubt but, with persistent effort, oil may be had. 
In fact, here is a region of indefinite extent perme- 
ated with seams and drains of oil, open te capitalists, 
where energy and enterprise may reap as rich re- 
wards as in the far-off gold fields of California— 
where nature with her own cunning hand has pre- 
pared the product, leaving it te that of man to 
secure. 

Nearly connected with this are the fields of bitu- 
minous coal. They are rich in petroleum. The Bog- 
head cannel found in England yields quite one hund- 
dred and thirty gallons tothe tun, and the Breck- 
inridge of Kentucky one hundred gallons. Other 
kinds of bituminous coal found in the United States 
yield rich returns to the manufacturer, and it is be- 
yond question that we have other coals not yet sub- 
jected to the retort, which, upon trial, will prove 
most productive. The Barclay, a coal which under. 
lies a large portion of Bradford county, Penn, is 
most highly charged with petroleum, and it needs 
but a moderate outlay of capital to insure good re- 
turns. 


A STORY OF HEROISM. 


LeT me give you a little incident, to illustrate 
the capability of the African race for heroic action. 
Last Janugry, a large ship, a transport in the 
Banks’ expedition, went ashore on a small deso- 
late island—one of the Little Bahama group. 
Providentially all hands were saved ; and several 
days were spent in securing food from the wreck, 
until a heavy easterly blow interrupted the work. 
The day after this blow set in, it appeared that one 
of our men had by some chance been left on board 
the wreck. His position was one of great peril, 
and our anxiety for him soon became intense. 
For three days we watched him with our glasses, 
looking out from the jagged shore over four miles 
of as furious surf as is ever seen in that region 
of shipwrecks. No boat could live through it. 

On the fourth day we were startled to observe 
that during the night the ship had lost her fitain- 
mast, turned end for end, and settled nearly to 
the water’s edge. But the man is still seen, 
clinging to the wreck. Another night like the 
last will sweep him into the boiling surge. Can- 
not sométhing be done to save him? It is a des- 
perate venture, but it is resolved to try. 

Soon our eyes are turned from the lone man on 
the wreck to a more exciting spectacle. Five 
Bahama wreckers—men of whom it is hardly a 
figure of speech to say that they were born among 
the breakers—have taken our life-boat, and start- 
ed for the wreck. The storm has slightly abated, 
as if to encourage the attempt; but the surf is 
still fearful, and the chances are against success. 
The devoted little band, however, push boldly 
out, and struggle through the foaming breakers 
toward the wreck. The minutes seem hours to 
us, as we watch their progress. 
balanced on the crestof a wave ; now she plunges 
headlong in the yawning abyss beyond it. “She 
is lost ;” “ No, there she is ;” and again she rears 
and plunges, and our hearts leap as if tossed by 
the same billows. 

So those brave men have battled their way for 
more than three miles. The object of their devo- 
tion lies but half a mile beyond them, and the 
sight of him gives them new courage. But the 
waves are mightier than they. A breaker of un- 
usual size rushes furiously toward them. At 
first it comes like the roof of a house; then like 
an upright wall; now it overhangs them like « 
tower of Pisa. Another moment, and the oars are 
hurled from the hands of the men, the men are 
hurled from the life-boat, and the boat is buried 
under the frothy ruins of that watery tower. 

Fifteen minutes later, by some miracle of nauti- 
cal skill, the boat was right side up, and the men 
were in the boat. oars were recovered, and 
with these they ro back to tell us that no hu- 
man power could reach the wreck thai day. 

We crowded to the shore to greet these hardy 
und praise their disinterested heroism ; and 
bebold, four of the five heroes were very black 








negroes 


black, indeed, but comely, for the heroic 
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impulses by which they were animated seemed 
to invest those sable features with unwonted dig- 
nity and favor. 

Out of fifty black and one hundred white 
wreckers,one white and four black men had volun- 
teered in this perilous enterprise. Surely the 
black race is not wholly destitute of noble in- 
stincts. Will the black man fight? He will 
fight the winds and waves to save a stranger's 
life. Set him déwn to protect his own fireside, to 
defend his title to his own wife and children, to 
makegood his title to himself, and there is no 
question but he will fight. The story of Port 
Hudson and Fort Wagner should not take us by 
surprise. . CeEpo. 





FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT 


: Panis, July 21, 1863. 
To THE Enirors or THe INDEPENDENT: 

We often remark the ignorance of Europeans 
upon American institutions, and their utter ina- 
bility to comprehend the genius of our people. It 
is impossible to understand any country without 
some personal observation. We certainly had 
very false ideas upon Europe till we saw it with 


thing arrived at a much greater state of perfection 
than we have found it. 

We have just read a book upon “ Popular Edu- 
cation upon fhe Continent,” by a distinguished 
savan of England, Mr. Matthew Arnold, “ Master 
of Arts,” “Foreign Assistant Commissioner to 
the Commissioners appointed to inquire into the 
state of popular education in England,” “ Profes- 
sor of Poetry in the University of Oxford,” “one 
of her Majesty’s Inspectors of Schools,” etc. All 
these titles certainly entitle us to expect of him 
a goodly degree of intelligence and a fair amount 
of information upon schools and education in all 
countries, even in America, where he has never 
been, and thinks it not worth the trouble to go. 
He confesses he should be very sorry to see edu- 
cation in England conducted as it is in America, 
if the result was to be that “England was to 
become Americanized!” If he had been educated 
a little more thoroughly himself, he would not 
have stated that attending school was obligatory 
in America! A man who speaks half-a-dozen 
languages, and is intrusted with a mission of such 
importance as to inspect the schools in as many 
countries, has not the first item of correct intel- 
ligence concerning the largest country in the 
world, where popular education is most extensive 
and thorough, and the system without exception 
the best, though the result is to “ Americanize” 
those who profit by it. 

The author traveled in Switzerland, which is 
a republic, and, finding that public instruction 
was obligatory there, he seems to have inferred 
that it must necessarily be in all republics. He 
has the modesty to confess that he does not know 
all the effects of compulsory education in America 
ard Germany, but in Switzerland “it was far 
from being satisfactory.” Though the influence 
of Swiss democracy is not so “pulverizing” as 
that of America, yet “it is by no means to be re- 
garded without disquietude.” Not only by Eng- 
lishmen, but by all Europe for centuries, cer- 
tainly the iittle republic has been watched with 
anything but quietude. Our savan spent a few 
weeks in Switzerland when the schools were not 
ih operation, and leaves with the profound con- 
viction that Swiss schools and Swiss institutions 
generally have a tendency to deteriorate the 
people. He even finds French schools and French 
institutions superior, having spent only a little 
longer time in one country than the other. 

We spent a year in the republic, and have spent 
three years in the empire, and though having 
been Americanized, and therefore rendered incap- 
able of judging in the eyes of an Englishman, we 
nevertheless know it to be true, that compulsory 
education has the tendency to make Switzerland 
and Germany far superior to France. The schools 
are better; exist in far greater numbers in pro- 
portion to the population ; the teachers are of a 
much higher order ; and all the provisions of the 
school-room are much more in accordance with 
the ideas of a civilized people. 


without compulsion, we should certainly be the 
advocates of any measure that would compel 
them to go. But the incitements are sufficient 
of quite another kind. This learned Inspector of 
Schools, which he visits during vacation, thinks 
Switzerland owes it to her position between 


these two countries, that she is not demoralized 
utterly by republican institutions and universal 
education as is America, while we feel equally 
sure that if she had been further off from both, as 
far as America is, she would have advanced in 
civilization in proportion to her distance. 

He does not doubt that education is tolerably 
advanced in America, but it has made an “ over- 
weening and self-conceited people.” If he thinks 
this has been done by education, no wonder he 
fears any eompulsory measures toward educa 
ting his own nation, for on every habitable spot 
on the Continent an Englishman is considered 
nearly intolerable on account of his conceit and 
insolencé, and if there is any danger of rendering 
him more so by any means, pray keep him in igno- 
rance. 

This is a “ professor of poetry” who says, “ The 
great aristocracies of Europe, with their luster of 
descent, their splendor of wealth, their reputation 
for grace and refinement, have undoubtedly for 
centuries served as ideals to ennoble and elevate 
the sentiment of European masses!” If we are to 
judge of the “ grace, intelligence, and refinement” 
of the aristocracy by that which we find in the 
masses, it would not certainly give us a very ex- 
alted idea of their “luster ;” and if the masses are 
not to be refined, except by gazing at the gilded 
earrieges of nobles, the nearest approach they can 
make to seeing the owners, it will be very long 
before they will be elevated, and their degradation 
may be considered as sealed “ to perpetuity.” 

“The masses of America,” he continués, “ have 
grown up without this salutary standard. Neither 
in church nor state have they had the spectacle of 
any august institution before their eyes. The 
face of the land is covered with a swarm of sects, 
all of them without dignity, and some of them 
without decency.” Having never had anything 
to look up to they are all on @ common level. 
“But France and England are in no danger of 
being pedantic like the Prussians or conceited 
like the Americans.” All because they have “a 
splendid aristocracy” to contemplate. France to be 
sure has degenerated in this respect in these latter 
daye, but then for a thousand years she had the 
most brilliant aristocracy in Europe ; her common 

eople were the countrymen of the Montmorencies, 
Birons, and Rokans, and then she is the eldest 
child of the Roman Catholic Church, a church 
magnificent even in its decline. He does not seem 
to remember that as far as looking back upon an 
aristocracy is concerned, we had that privilege 
in common with Eogland for some time, and if 
centemplating them as an example is to refine all 
those who gafe, we can profit by the privilege 
as well as others. AMERICAINE.
